Report from Manaos — Decrease of yellow fever — Sanitary measures. 

The following is received from Dr. H. Wolfersham Thomas, repre- 
sentative of the Liverpool Tropical School of Medicine, under date of 
May 24: 

The present state of health is excellent. There are no yellow fever 
cases in the hospitals. Yellow fever was epidemic from September, 
1906, to February, 1907, but since that date very few cases have 
occurred. Few endemic cases have developed. 

The sanitary authorities are taking measures to combat yellow 
fever and are becoming more stringent in prophylatic measures.
